In  preparing  this  work  for  tlie  press,  the  Editor  has  in  all  cases 

availed  himself  of  the  most  authentic  sources  of  information. 

Much  of  the  matter  has  been  drawn  directly  from  the  archives 

of  the  State,  and  the  proof-sheets  have  been  carefully  corrected 

by  the  original  files, ^nd  records  in  the  Secretary's  Office.    The 

{  lists  of  town,  borough  and  city  authorities  were  derived  from 

(  written  returns,  obligingly  made  by  the  Clerks  of  those  bodies 

{  respectively!;  and  with  regard  to  other  specialites  herein  con- 

(  tained,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  add,  generally,  that  they  were  pro- 

<  cured  from  the  official  organs  or  last  reports  of  the  associations 

/  that  are  mentioned,  and  corrected,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  the 

}  present  time. 

The  distance  between  each  town  in  the  State  and  the  two  semi- 
capitals,  (as  expressed  in  place,)  is  the  Mileage  allowed  to  Mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  by  resolution  of  that  body. 

Albeit  great  care  and  pains  have  been  taken  to  avoid  errors, 
however  insignificant,  yet  in  this  respect  the  Editor  cannot  flatter 
himself  that  his  book  is  absolutely  immaculate.  Indeed  it  can 
,  hardly  be  expected,  that  out  of  more  than  two  hundred  MS.  re- 
\  turns,  from  as  many  different  individuals,  (and  some  of  tho?e 
\  returns  exhibited  ingenious  but  very  questionable  glyphs,)  he 
\  should  be  able  in  every  instance  to  get  at  the  true  reading  of 
(  mere  personal  names  ;— an  attempt  which  even  M.  Champollion 
(  the  Younger  would  have  given  up  in  despair.  Still,  it  is  believed 
(  that  on  the  score  of  inaccuracy,  there  will  be  discovered,  on  the 
(  whole,  but  little  cause  of  complaint.  In  this  connexion  there  is 
(  another  point  which  ought  not  to  be  silently  passed.  It  will  be 
(^  found  upon  an  examination  ofthe  venerable  historian  of  Connect- 
/  icut,  that  there  are  discrepances  between  his  statements  and  those 
/  of  this  manual,  as  to  the  date  of  incorporation  of  certain  towns. 
)  In  a  few  of  these  instances,  the  authority  for  deviating  from  so 
)  respectable  a  writer  is  noted  immediately  after  the  year  here 
)  given,  reference  being  had  to  the  original  Act,  and  the  volume 
)  and  page  in  which  it  may  be  found  among  the  Records  of  the 
)  State.  Dr.  Trumbull  has  repeatedly  mistaken  those  patents 
)  which  were  granted  to  some  ofthe  earlier  towns  (long  after  they 
)  were  legally  incorporated  and  represented  in  the  General  Court) 
)  for  primal  corporative  charters,— and  has  thus  fallen  into  impor- 
)  tant  inetachronisms,  which  are  now  for  the  first  time  corrected. 
)  A  large  amount  of  valuable  materials  which  had  been  prepared 
\  for  the  Register  has  been  necessarily  omitted,  lest,  by  increasins 
s  the  size  ol  the  volume,— already  .more  plethoric  than  its  honoured 
(  competitor,— the  price  of  it  should  be  so  much  enhanced  as  to 
(  preclude  a  ready  and  entire  sale  of  the  small  edition  which  the 
(  publishers  have  deemed  it  safe  to  put  forth.  For  the  same  rea- 
(  son,  few  paragraphs  have  been  admitted  which  do  not  illustrate 
f  or  concern  the  local  institutions  of  Connecticut  alone.

He  should  be  ^oell  clothed;  that  is,  in  general  he  should  ) 
have  both  summer  and  winter  clothing  enough  to  last  one  j'ear,  and  ) 
be  furnished  with  a  list  of  the  various  articles,  each  of  which  should  ( 
be  marked.  A  small  sum  of  money  should  also  be  deposited  with  c 
the  Steward  of  the  Asylum,  for  the  personal  expenses  of  the  pupil 
not  otherwise  provided  for.
